Instead of the- conventional plot, which 
makes Dick accused of robbing the till, 
Mr Cvullins and: Mr Wood holding that 
thero is a squalid favour about this, give 
the story a diffarent twist. Dick is cast 
dut neck aud crop for making love to Alice, 
his master’s daughter. Idle Jack, the 
wicked apprentice, and Sarah, the bouse- 
: whe is in love with Dick, plot to 

ng this about. Moroeco, ut Drury Lano, 
disappears, and becomes Fantavia. Mr 
Collins, weary of the usual Eastern “ at- 
mosphore,” and desiring to give his imagina- 
tion, and the imaginntion, of M. Comelli, 
the artist whu de-igns the costumes and the 
colour achemes, full play, changés Morocco 
to Fantasia, Itis the Prince of Fantasia 
that Fitzwarren, ou the verge of bauk- 
ruptey, desires his daughter to wed.

seo Alice as Beatrice to the Dante of Dick. 

In his sleep she shows him the opportuni- 

tics of wealth—a great vision of commerce 
+ and travel, merchandise and barter, cul- 

minating in a superb. picture ‘of a fairy 

Guildhall, with Dick hitmeelt as Lord 

Mayor of London. Thia will be one of the

The Second opens in the Harbour of 
Fantasia, a beautiful sot, full of life and 
bustle.
